H a w Proved Satisfactory, as Is Exem 
plifitd by Greens County Highways. 
The question of surfacing roads is 
being given more than the usual share 
of attention this year throughout the 
length and breadth o f the em u belt 
because of the im passable condition of 
liiuliw ays in many localities, due to 
tile abnormal rainfall, say s Bn* lo w s 
Homestead. 
Automobile ow ners are 
literally up in arms over the present 
system of rondmakiug, aud o f course 
in the corn belt these are numbered by

FACTOR IN COMMUNITY LIFE. 


United States Just Beginning to Real* 
ize Importance of Better Highways. 
No single factor plays such an im­ 
portant part iii the social and business 
life o f ii comm unity as tin* quality of 
Ifs roads. 
Aside from Bi** pleasure and 
convenience o f travel possible at till 
Bines over permanent, roads, then* is 
the financial phase whk h directly con­ 
cerns the cost not only of farm produce, 
i»ut of city products as well; conse­ 
quently everybody w ants good roads. 
In the matter o f paying for perma­ 
nent h ighw ays a generally satisfactory 
agreement, seem s to have been reached 
in Bi** proposed distribution of the cost 
between tile nation, the state, the coun­ 
ty and tho users o f the road in ques­ 
tion. 
As a result within a few years 
tills country will take its rightful lead­ 
ing position am ong tile nations of the 
world in the number o f miles of perma­ 
nent roads. 
In a way it is fortunate that the 
United States has l»**eu rather slow In 
the matter o f roadmaking. 
T he roads 
eau now be built o f lasting materials, 
such as will w ithstand the w ear of 
motor traffic, which is fast ruining 1411- 
rojM*'s century old mud ways. 
Lasting 
road m aterials are everyw here present 
in tin* form o f sand and gravel from 
pits and stream beds and crushed rock 
from stone quarries. 
Combined with 
portland 
cem ent 
into concrete 
they 
form an Inexpensive and permanent 
road surface w hich successfully resists 
the usually destructive action of auto­ 
mobiles. 
The first consideration in tin* build­ 
ing of concrete roads is a careful study 
of I* WH I deposits o f sand, gravel and 
rock 
(called 
tin* 
aggregate) 
to 
see 
whether they are suitable for concrete. 
Sand m ust la* clean aud hard and m ust 
grade uniformly In size of grain from 
one quarter inch down. 
T he sam e ujs- 
plies practically to gravel aud crushed 
rock. 
Then* are tw o phases o f the cost of 
any Improvement 
first cost and up 
keep expense. 
In both Items the con­ 
crete road has proved less expensive 
than 
any other kind o f permanent 
roadway. 
O f some three million yards 
of city 
and country concrete pave­ 
ment** built iii recent years the aver­ 
age first cost has been $1.22 a square 
yard. 
T he annual upkeep exiiense a 
mile on these roads has been alm ost 
nothing. 
Iii Bellefontaine. O., concrete 
pavements in use eighteen years have 
cost annually 
for m aintenance only 
one--quarter o f one cent a square yard. 
Upkeep cost of W ayne county. Mich., 
country concrete roads for three years 
has averaged but $2.50 a mile. 
In UBI the mean cost o f repairing 
m acadam roads in N ew York state was 
$.N48> a mile 
IO i*er cent of the first 
cost. 
lf these lipids had been con­ 
crete. practically all the im m ense e x ­ 
pense could have been sa vial and used 
Iii building new roads instead o f re­ 
pairing old ones. 
With better roads 
will com e better schools, ladler church­ 
es, happier homes, better business and 
decreased cost of living.
